PURPOSE OF THE BWA 


WOMEN’S DEPARTMENT

The purpose of the Women’s Department of the Baptist World Alliance can 
best be understood in the light of the purpose of the Alliance. In the first Con- 
gress meeting in London, in 1905, the Alliance purpose was made quite clear— 
namely, “to deepen fellowship and good will among our people and make known 
the saving truth of the gospel of the Lord Jesus to all nations.” It was clearly 
understood that the organization would have no administrative or legislative 
functions. Through these fifty years the Alliance has held to this high purpose: 

It was during the eighth Congress of the Alliance, in Cleveland, Ohio, in 1950 
that women adopted the following purpose: 


To assist the work of the Alliance in promoting closer fellowship, deeper 


sympathy and fuller understanding among Baptist women throughout 
the world.” 


To this end we have encouraged our women to form continental unions. 
Through these unions our women are becoming aware not only of those other 
women living in their own countries, but those who live in neighboring countries, 
and on their continent. Today we have a union of Baptist women on every con- 
tinent. Glowing reports come from each of these areas telling of the rapidly 
developing and expanding work of the continental union. 

The exchange of information, ideas, methods, etc., is a great factor in the ac- 
complishment of our purpose. Through our Newsletter, information from all 
areas of the world is shared. Each succeeding report demonstrates growing in- 
terest in and understanding of our global task. The stimulus of this information 
is very difficult to overestimate. 

The greatest tie that binds us together is our Baptist Day of Prayer. Begun 
in 1950 it has become our strength and power. There was no program suggested 
for that first observance. In the years that have followed special continental 
committees have prepared a suggested program. Echoes from all parts of the 
world telling of the blessings of this fellowship of prayer. 

Baptist women are fortunate in having a world organization which touches 
Baptist hosts in every section of the globe. Baptist women have the privilege 
to witness in this day. With a purpose that is world-embracing, we are “workers 
together”—with God! 
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Rio de Janeiro, a booming modern city, was host to the Baptist Youth 
World Conference in 1953 and is making plans to entertain the Baptist 
World Congress in 1960. There are 110 Baptist churches in the city.

BAPTIST BOOM IN BRAZIL 


By WituiaAm Carey TAYLOR 


ApTist beginnings in Brazil resulted 

from the influences of devout men on 
three continents—Asia, Europe and North 
America. 

The first Baptist ever to come to South 
America was a Chinese man who sold him- 
self into slavery to evangelize his Chinese 
countrymen in one of the Guianas. His 
selfless mission service was first told me 
by Brazil’s great Baptist pioneer, W. B. 
Bagby, and the story was substantiated 
later by Dr. M. T. Rankin at the Chinese 
end of the line. 


110 Churches in Rio 


Other mission evangelists followed, 
especially to Brazil, until now Brazilian 
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Baptists constitute one of the most en- 
thusiastic evangelical groups in world 
Christendom today. Rio de Janeiro, host- 
to-be of the 1960 Congress of the Baptist 
World Alliance, is a city of 110 Baptist 
churches, with a new Baptist Church or- 
ganized on the average of once a month. 
There are 125,000 members of Baptist 
churches in Brazil and 149,000 in all of 
South America. 

Charles Haddon Spurgeon, the great 
British pastor, made a vital contribution 
to the evangelization of Brazil through his 
influence on Dr. Robert Kalley, a Scotch- 
Presbyterian physician and preacher who 
founded as Brazil’s first permanent mis- 
sion work, in 1855, a Congregational 
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denomination without infant baptism. Dr. 
Kalley sent the first Brazilian pastor to 
London for training in Spurgeon’s Pastors 
College. 

Adoniram Judson, the pioneer Baptist 
missionary to Burma, once resolved to 
come to “the Brazils”—a phrase you rarely 
hear except in Portuguese—when all doors 
to South Asia seemed closed to him, and 
he began a study of the Portuguese lan- 
guage to that end. 


Southern Baptists Enter 

But it was, ironically, the defeat of the 
Southern Confederacy in the USA’s Civil 
War that gave Brazil its first Baptist 
church. Grieved over their “lost cause” 
and unwilling to face the period of re- 
construction, many Confederates left the 
South in sail boats and established colonies 
in Sao Paulo and the Amazon Valley. 

A Confederate general, A. T. Haw- 
thorne, friend of Brazil’s Bible-reading 
and democratic emperor, Dom Peter II, 
was converted in Texas under the preach- 
ing of Major Penn, and turned his thought 
to the evangelization of Brazil. Under 
Hawthorne’s persuasion, J. B. Gambrell, 
then a young man, recommended to the 
Southern Baptist Convention at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., in 1880 that: “The Great Com- 
mission commands us to make disciples of 
all nations. Brazil is a nation, a forward- 
looking, democratic nation. Therefore we 
should evangelize Brazil.” 

Southern Baptists sent W. B. Bagby to 
Brazil in 1881 and Z. C. Taylor in 1883. 
That start spread to other Latin American 
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DR. WILLIAM CAREY TAYLOR was a Southern Baptist 
Convention missionary to Brazil from 1915 until his retirement 
in 1956. He served on the faculty of the Baptist Theological 
Seminaries at Recife and Rio de Janeiro and the Institute de 
Treinamento Cristao in Rio, and for five years was the SBC 
Foreign Mission Board’s secretary for Latin America. 
the author of more than a score of books in Portuguese and 
served as a member of the Commission of United Bible So- 
cieties for revision of the Bible in Portuguese. 
Taylor are now residing at Louisville, Ky., USA.

Other Nations Make Contributions 


Other nations also have made significant 
contributions to Brazilian Baptist life. 
There are great Russian churches, playing 
their part in the cooperative and evangelis- 
tic life of Brazil. Large colonies of Bap- 
tists from Latvia, foreseeing the inevitable 
enslavement of their own tiny republic, 
came to Brazil to constitute one of the

New Church Law Decried 


The New York Times reports from 
Johannesburg, South Africa, that “though 
no one can be quite sure yet whether 
South Africa’s new church segregation 
law will turn out to be a delayed-action 
bomb or a dud, most churchmen agree 
that the measure has a shattering, if latent, 
explosive power and thus should be dis- 
armed as soon as possible.” 

The law, which became effective July 5, 
empowers the government to close a 
church in a European area to Bantus 
(Negroes) if the Minister of Native Affairs 
thinks they are creating a nuisance. The 
bill’s initial version, before amendments, 
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would have prohibited the meeting of 
Europeans and Bantus in the same 
churches without prior special permission 
from the Minister of Native Affairs. 

South African Baptists, at the time of 
the bill’s introduction, adopted a strong 
resolution in which they declared “we can- 
not agree that access to worship should 
depend upon the permission of any state 
authority.” 

They asserted further that “the principle 
of the Christian gospel that all believers 
are one in Christ is vital to our faith and 
witness. Whatever legislation may be to 
the contrary, we must continue to witness 
to our Christian unity with members of 
all races, whatever their nation or color.” 


British Baptists Send Aid 


Noting in recent years a serious decline 
in the two struggling Baptist churches in 
Sierra Leone, the Baptist Commonwealth 
Society of London has sent the Rev. T. 
Victor Jones to Africa to assist the 
churches. 

The Rev. Frank C. Morton of the Com- 
monwealth Society, who wrote the story of 
Sierra Leone Baptists for THE Baptist 
Wortp last spring, explains Mr. Jones’ 
special task as to train two young men for

the ministry and prepare the churches for 
independent life under their own African 
ministers. 

“We want to help our Creole and Bassa 
people to take their part in the formidable 
task of proclaiming the gospel in a land 
where Islam is rapidly extending its in- 
fluence and paganism claims the majority 
of the population,” he said. 

Since Mr. Jones went to Sierra Leone 
the attendance at church services has im- 
proved and Sunday Schools have been 
started. 


Baptist School Improves 
Life of Nigerian Women 


The action of Queen Elizabeth in con- 
ferring the award of Officer of the Order 
of the British Empire upon Miss May 
Perry, a Southern Baptist (USA) mis- 
sionary to Nigeria, called attention to the 
splendid work being done at Idi-Aba, a 
Baptist girls’ school in Abeokuta, Nigeria. 

Idi-Aba specializes in training both 
higher and lower elementary teachers and 
maintains its own elementary school for 
practical purposes. Miss Perry, who first 
went to Nigeria in 1921, served as prin- 
cipal of the school 1928-1952 and con- 
tinues to teach at the school. 

The Southern Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board reports that “this school, along with 
the Woman’s Missionary Union of Nigeria 
has done much to change the very nature 
of womanhood in that area. Many of the 
girls who come to Idi-Aba become Chris- 
tians and go out to establish homes that 
are on a little higher plane than those 
from which they came.” 


Nigeria Sends Missionaries 


The Nigerian Baptist Convention, meet- 
ing at Ogbomosho in its 44th annual ses- 
sion, has voted to take steps toward the 
beginning of mission work in the Bumbuna 
area of Sierra Leone. A preacher and his 
family will go soon to Bumbuna to learn 
the language and start gathering a con- 
gregation. 

The Rev. S. A. Lawoyin was named 
president of the convention and Dr. I. N. 
Patterson, general secretary. 

Looking toward the independence of 
Nigeria, the convention sent a message of 
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greeting to the prime ministers who are 
seeking to frame a new constitution for the 
country. It asked: 

“We earnestly and humbly implore you 
to use your good offices at the Nigerian 
Constitutional Conference, holding in Lon- 
don, to see that the new Nigerian Consti- 
tution contain provisions ensuring to 
every individual in Nigeria the unhindered 
right to exercise full freedom of religion 
according to the dictates of his own con- 
science, and that full freedom be extended 
to all religious bodies to teach the tenets 
of their faith without restrictions, and to 
worship anywhere in Nigeria, in private 
or in public, according to the dictates of 
their consciences.” 


“No Smoking” in Nyasaland 


The Sabbath Recorder, publication of 
the Seventh Day Baptist (USA), publishes 
a letter from the Rev. David Pearson in 
Nyasaland: 

“Some of our Christians in the Northern 
Province use tobacco in some form or 
another. According to the present ruling 
they must need stop during the year of 
1957 or find themselves out, with the dawn 
of a new year. Perhaps this doesn’t sound 
like Seventh Day Baptist polity, but we 
Europeans here are glad to take such a 
stand.” 


Asia 


1,830 Decisions at Taiwan 


In the midst of an evangelistic service 
in Taiwan, Formosa, a 14-year-old girl 
got up and started out. When asked why 
she was leaving before the preacher had 
finished, she replied, “I’m going to get my 
sister. I want her to hear, too.” 

This is an example of the compelling 
force of the recent two weeks’ evangelistic 
crusade on Taiwan in which 1,830 made 
decisions for Christ, although the attend- 
ance was hindered by the worst flu epi- 
demic on the island in many years and by 
torrential rains. 

Dr. Leonard Sanderson, secretary of 
evangelism of the Southern Baptist Con- 
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vention (USA), who assisted with the 
campaign, said that on the first night he 
preached more people responded to the 
invitation than at any other single service 
in his preaching experience. Two other 
American ministers, Dr. Vernon B. Rich- 
ardson of Baltimore, Md., and Dr. Searcy 
S. Garrison of Atlanta, Ga., joined a num- 
ber of missionaries from other areas of 
the Orient and a national Baptist preacher 
from Hong Kong for leadership in the 
Taiwan campaign. Ten churches and 
congregations on the northern part of the 
island participated. 


Philippine Baptists Meet 


Despite the current influenza epidemic, 
a large number of delegates and visitors 
attended the General Convention of Philip- 
pine Baptist Churches, May 28-31. 

The Rev. Jesus T. Vaflor, general secre- 
tary, writes “all were thankful for the 
wonderful time of Bible study, fellowship, 
of more acquaintance with the kingdom 
of God through the Baptist witness, and 
of spiritual invigoration during the whole 
conference. The BWA was presented to 
our conventioners. They were encouraged 
to know that the Baptist fellowship and 
witness is world-wide, and that we are a 
great host for the Lord in a very real way.” 


A Revival in Shanghai 


Though the news is almost two years old 
it bears reporting: 

The First Baptist Church in Shanghai 
held a series of evangelistic meetings in 
the late fall of 1955 with Li Chu-wen, Chi 
Ching-tsai and Chien Tuan-yuin as the 
preachers. More than 100 persons made 
decisions to accept Christ during eight 
evenings of meetings. Word comes also 
that the Baptist church in Hangchow bap- 
tized 17 persons last October 28. 

Members of the First Baptist Church of 
Shanghai have rallied to repair their build- 
ing following severe damage by typhoons 
last fall, it is reported by China Bulletin. 
The report states that money was raised 
rather easily to cover the damages but 
building supplies were difficult to obtain 
because of rationing by the government.

In 1959 the Baptist women of Africa will plan the program, and in 1960 the 


women of Australasia will be in charge. 


Suicide Pilot Becomes Preacher

Fifty Per Cent Increase 
in New South Wales 


Baptists in New South Wales have taken 
seriously the appeal of BWA President 
Theodore F. Adams that a continued em- 
phasis on evangelism should result in a 
50 per cent increase in world Baptist 
membership by the next meeting of the 
Baptist World Congress, 1960. 

Dr. Ernest H. Watson, general secretary 
of the Baptist Union of New South Wales, 
writes that his denomination has accepted 
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the challenge. He says that already one 
N.S.W. church has reported a 50 per cent 
increase and that several others have 
shown a 33 per cent increase for the past 
year. 

Dr. Adams’ appeal noted that the 21 
million Baptists reported to the Baptist 
World Congress in London would be in- 
creased to 30 million if the 50 per cent 
increase is realized. 


Australian Baptists Launch 
Four-Field Mission Advance 


“Australian Baptists are entering a 
period of missionary dedication this year 
in the knowledge that unprecedented ad- 
vances on four overseas fields call for 
the biggest budget ever attempted by our 
churches and people,” the Australian Bap- 
tist reports. 

An appeal to the people declares: “The 
four-field advance needs your fourfold 
support.” . 

The four fields being advanced by Aus- 
tralian Baptists in their mission program 
include Pakistan, where a hospital is being 
established; India, where work is begin- 
ning among the Rabha tribe; West New 
Guinea, with work commencing among a 
people previously unreached by the white 
man; and East New Guinea, where new 
churches are rapidly coming to birth. 

“The fourfold advance is actually in 
progress,” the Rev. F. A. Marsh declared. 


Dr. Tinsley Active at $1 


Dr. C. J. Tinsley, pastor emeritus of the 
Stanmore Baptist Church, Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, and past vice president of the Bap- 
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tist World Alliance, has celebrated the 
60th anniversary of his service in the Bap- 
| tist ministry. Dr. Tinsley first served as a 
' home missionary for Australian Baptists 
in April, 1897. He will be remembered 
' for his service in presiding at the 1947 
Baptist World Congress in Copenhagen. 
Though he was 81 years old in January 
' he still carries on an active preaching 


ministry. 


European Baptist Congress 
Set for Next July 27-31 


Dates for the European Baptist Con- 
gress at Berlin are now definite. The time 
has been set for July 27-31, 1958, five full 
days beginning with a Sunday. The meet- 
ing place will be the “Deutchlandhalle”, 
at the Radio Tower in West Berlin. Six 
thousand participants are expected. The 
Congress will be the second arranged by 
the European Baptist Federation whose 
president is Dr. Hans Luckey, Hamburg. 
The first one was held in Copenhagen in 
1952. But prior to that, two European 
Baptist Congresses were held under the 
auspices of the Baptist World Alliance: 
at Berlin in 1908, and at Stockholm in 
1913. After 50 years the new conference 
will also be held at Berlin. 























European Youth Leaders 
Meet at Ruschlikon 






“Re-thinking Evangelism” was the 
theme for the European Youth Leaders’ 
Conference at the Baptist Theological 
Seminary, Ruschlikon-Zurich, Switzerland, 
May 21-28. The conference was attended 
by 67 representatives from 14 nations, in- 
cluding Poland, Hungary and Yugoslavia 
in eastern Europe. 

Conference delegates made a_ serious 
attempt to find creative ways of reaching 
modern youth with the word of God. It 
was strongly stressed that evangelism is 
the task of the church as a whole—not of 
certain specialists.

Wieske Covers Europe 


Though Gunter Wieske serves only part 
time as youth secretary for the European 
Baptist Federation, he is covering much 
of Europe with his travels. He visited 
Austria and Switzerland in April. He 
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made arrangements and executed the de- 
tails of the Youth Conference at Rusch- 
likon-Zurich in May. He hopes to visit 
Italy, France, Spain, and Portugal during 
August and September. He also will lead 
evangelistic conferences in St. Gilgen and 
in Salzburg, Sept. 15-28. 


Hungarian Baptists Meet 


The Annual Assembly of Hungarian 
Baptists, postponed from last autumn be- 
cause of national revolt in that country, 
was held this spring in the badly damaged 
church in Nap-street, Budapest. The 
church with a seating capacity of 1,200 
had been restored only four years ago from 
severe damage suffered during World War 
II, and now has suffered broken doors, 
windows, pews, and a damaged roof from 
the events of last fall. 

Approximately 200 pastors and laymen 
were present for the annual assembly. 
The Rev. Laszlo Szabo, president of the 
Assembly, reported: 

“The last year was a time of trials for 
our people and church. We had to pass 
through three great trials. The year began 
with an earthquake. It continued with a 
catastrophic flood of the River Danube, 
and ended with the tragic events of the 
autumn. But we may say with the writer 
of Lamentations: ‘It is of the Lord’s mer- 
cies that we are not consumed, because 
His compassions fail not.’ Lamentations 
Sie. 

The president continued with a report 
of his travels abroad during which Hun- 
garian Baptists created brotherly contacts 
with churches in foreign countries. He 
said also that better premises for the 
Baptist Theological Academy have been 
promised, which would end present over- 
crowding. The official magazine of Hun- 
garian Baptists will begin publication 
again soon. 


Polish Baptists Plan Centennial 


Baptists in Poland, rejoicing over a 
recent visit from Dr. Ernest A. Payne and 
Dr. Henry Cook representing the Baptist 
World Alliance, are making plans for 
celebration of the centennial of the Baptist 
denomination in Poland, July 3-6, 1958. 

The Rev. Alexander Kircun says that 
many guests are expected for the celebra- 
tion, and those who are able to participate 
are invited to write him at Warszawa 18, 
Spasowksiega 13m.

Baptist Union of Italy Formed 


Formation of a Baptist Union of Italy 
was effected in the Assembly of the Union 
of Baptist Evangelical Churches on May 
30, placing the administration of Italian 
Baptist cooperative affairs almost wholly 
in the hands of Italian nationals. 

English Baptists started a missionary 
program in Italy in 1863 and were followed 
by Southern Baptists (USA) in 1870. From 
that time until 1939 the work was directed 
mainly by missionaries. An Entity (Opera) 
was reorganized in 1939 putting direction 
of the work in the hands of a Directive 
Committee composed of members elected 
by the Italian Baptist Assembly and of 
missionaries cooperating with the As- 
sembly. A new constitution, adopted in 
June, 1956 and put into effect this year, 
places direction of the Baptist Union in 
Italy in its annual assembly, even though 
this assembly can delegate phases of its 
work to elected committees. 

The Baptist Union of Italy consists of 
57 churches and 41 stations. Its officers 
are Dr. Manfredi Ronchi, president, Dr.

Regent’s Park College 
Accepted by Oxford 







Regent’s Park College, the Baptist theo- 
logical college in Oxford, has been granted 
permission to become “a permanent pri- 
vate hall” of the University of Oxford. 

Regent’s Park College was started in 
London in 1810 and was moved to Oxford 
about 30 years ago. Principal. R. L. Child, 
who now becomes master, said that the 
university’s action was “most cordial” and 
that “the college greatly values the uni- 
versity’s acceptance.” 

“This is not an event to be lightly passed 
over,” Principal Child said. “Nearly 300 
years ago, by the Act of Uniformity of 
1662, the universities were closed to all 
students, save those willing to subscribe to 
the Articles of the State Church. This un- 
just act caused grievous hardship—not 
least to the universities themselves—and 
it was a great day when, in 1871, credal 
tests were abolished, and the universities

North American Baptists working 
through their several national convention 
groups are making plans for celebration 
of a Baptist Jubilee Advance, 1959-1964. 


The Baptist Jubilee Advance is a co- 
operative endeavor calling upon all Bap- 
tists on the continent to unite in a mighty 
evangelistic effort. All major Baptist 
groups of the United States and Canada 
have agreed to participate. 

The Jubilee is to be concluded in the 
spring of 1964 with a joint celebration of 
the 150th anniversary of the first national 
organization of Baptists in America—The 
General Missionary Convention of the Bap- 
tist Denomination in the United States for 
Foreign Missions. This organization was 
founded in Philadelphia in 1814, with 
Luther Rice taking a prominent part. 


Women to Meet November 5-7 


Plans are rapidly being drawn for the 
program of the Second Continental As- 
sembly of the North American Baptist 
Women’s Union, November 5-7, 1957 at 
Toronto, Canada. 

Representatives from the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Baptist World Alliance, from 
the Continental Unions of Europe, Africa, 
South America, and the Pacific Islands, 
worship leaders and discussion group 
leaders are included in the program.

Graham Crusade Sets Record 


Evangelist Billy Graham’s Crusade in 
New York City has been extended three 
times to continue until September 1, mean- 
ing a run of almost 16 weeks since its 
start on May 15. The total attendance 
for the first eleven weeks of the Crusade 
reached 1,395,000, with 42,384 decisions 
for Christ. This figure includes a crowd 
of 100,000 people who jammed Yankee 
Stadium for a Saturday night rally. 


Sunday Publication Suspended 


The Sunday Telegram, Ontario’s first 
Sunday newspaper which appeared at 
Toronto in March despite many protests 
from Baptists and other Protestant leaders, 
will cease publication on July 28. The 
publisher reported that the Sunday issue 
had to be discontinued because of high 
production cost and a “disappointing circu- 
lation.”

One Missionary Per 1,000 Members 


The 1193 churches and missions co- 
operating with the Baptist Federation of 
Canada have 136,635 members. They sup- 
port 133 missionaries on three foreign 
fields (India, Angola, and Bolivia), a ratio 
of one missionary for every 1,000 members. 

The churches in Canada reported 4,494 
baptisms during 1956, one for every 31 
members. Their gifts for all purposes 
totaled almost $7,000,000 or more than 
$51 per capita. The Federation’s Church 
Extension program has resulted in the 
organization of one church per month for 
the past five years. Dr. T. B. McDormand 
of Toronto is general secretary of the BFC. 


Western Canadians Meet 


An all-time record assembly of 265 regis- 
tered delegates attended the annual con- 
vention of the Baptist Union of Western 
Canada in Vancouver, June 29-July 3. 
The Rev. Frank Haskins of Calgary was 
named president. 


475,000 Converts Sought 


Southern Baptists (USA) have set a 
goal of 475,000 converts for 1958, Dr. 
Leonard Sanderson, secretary of evangel- 
ism for the Southern Baptist Convention 
Home Mission Board, announced. Sunday, 
January 5, 1958, has been designated as a 
“day of commitment to soul winning.” 
Southern Baptist churches last year regis- 
tered 384,627 baptisms, representing one 
convert for every 27 church members. 


Baptist Serves Chaplains 


Dr. Lawrence P. Fitzgerald, director. of 
youth publications for the American Bap- 
tist Publication Society since 1946, has 
been appointed director of the Department 
of Ministry to Armed Forces Personnel of 
the General Commission on Chaplains in 
the U.S.A. He will serve as a liaison 
between the young men in military service 
and the 37 different denominations work- 
ing together in promoting this significant 
work among military personnel.

Dr. R. Paul Caudill, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church, Memphis, Tenn., USA, 
has been chairman of the BWA Relief 
Committee since 1947 and was made a 
member of the Executive Committee in 
1950. 

Educated in two North Carolina Baptist 
colleges, Mars Hill and Wake Forest, and 
the Southern Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary, Dr. Caudill began his ministry in 
1925, preaching at rural and village 
churches on week-ends while he taught 
public schools on weekdays. He became 
pastor of First Baptist Church, Augusta, 
Ga., in 1937, and moved to the Memphis 
church in 1944. Throughout his ministry 
he has served on state, national and world 
Baptist boards and committees, including 
the Southern Baptist Convention’s Com- 
mittee on World Evangelization. 

His tour of occupied zones in Germany, 
Austria and Italy in 1947, following World 
War II, set his heart on fire for Baptist 
relief and he reported on his visits to the 
Baptist World Congress in Copenhagen 
that year. He was made chairman of BWA 
relief work at that Congress. He toured 
Europe again in 1948, 1949, 1953 and 
1955. He made a 35,617 mile trip around 
the world in 1953 in interest of Christian 
missions and relief. He toured Russia and 
Africa on a preaching mission in 1956. 
Earlier, 1946, he had visited mission fields 
in South America. 

Dr. Caudill has reported on relief mat- 
ters at sessions of the Baptist World Con- 
gress in 1947, 1950 and 1955. 
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General Conference Meets 


Pastors of the Baptist General Confer- 
ence of America (Swedish) were urged 
in their annual meeting at Portland, Ore. 
to conduct “thorough discussions” in their 
churches during the coming year of di- 
vorce, home, courtship, love and marriage. 
The year of study will be conducted at the 
request of a special committee before it 
recommends a church stand on divorce. 

The General Conference approved a 
budget of $763,000 for missions during 
1958. 

The Rev. Gordon G. Johnson, pastor of 
Central Avenue Baptist Church, Chicago, 
was elected moderator, succeeding the 
Rev. Walter O. Olson of Waukegan, III. 
The Conference learned also that Sunday 
School enrollment has jumped from 35,000 
in 1935 to 85,000 at present and that the 
denomination has an adult membership of 
59,000 in 450 churches. Circulation of 
The Standard, official Conference publica- 
tion, has increased from 10,000 to 22,000 
over the past ten years. 


Dr. Jernagin Honored 


Dr. William H. Jernagin, 87, of the Na- 
tional Baptist Convention, USA, Inc. has 
been honored by the General Commission 
on Chaplains and Armed Forces Personnel 
(USA), for 40 years of continuous serv- 
ice on that body as a representative of his 
denomination. 


Baptist Governor 


The governor of Oklahoma is Rayn:ond 
Gary, a Baptist Sunday school teacher 
and deacon. He is a member of the 
Kelham Avenue Baptist Church in Okla- 
homa City, a trustee of Oklahoma Baptist 
University, and a member of the board of 
the Oklahoma Baptist General Convention. 


Seminary Library Named 


Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, 
Louisville, will name its new $1,500,- 
000 library in honor of James Pettigru 
Boyce, the seminary’s founder and _ first 
president. 

It was Boyce’s own 5,000 volume per- 
sonal library that formed the foundation 
for the present 135,000 volume collection. 
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A new addition to the library’s shelves 
will be “the permanent records of the 
Billy Graham Evangelistic Crusades,” in- 
cluding films, records, correspondence and 
other documents.

land’s most devout Christian groups. On 
the average we have seven men recruited 
for the ministry from a Lettish church for 
every one that comes from a Brazilian 
church. There are large elements of Ger- 
man Baptists in South Brazil, who also 
help evangelize the half-million adepts of 
dead Lutheran  State-church religion. 
Swedish Baptists have considerable forces 
in the far south, and the Pentecostal split- 
off from Swedish Baptists was trans- 
planted in great Pentecostal Assemblies. 
Spanish, Bulgarian, Roumanian and Italian 
peoples also are found in Brazil in Bap- 
tist fellowship. Two British missionaries 
are in fellowship with the Brazilian Bap- 
tist Convention. 


People Are Enthusiastic 


All the major denominations have vigor- 
ous forces in Brazil, with a total of 2.5 
millions of Brazil’s 58-million population 
in evangelical homes. 

Dr. John Soren, pastor of Rio’s First 
Baptist Church and president of the Bra- 
zilian Baptist Convention, declares that 
“the people of Rio de Janeiro hear the 
gospel more eagerly than those of any 
other capital city in the world.” Recife, 
a thousand miles north of Rio, has been 
called by T. C. Bagby, son of the pioneer, 
“the best evangelized city in the Latin 
world.” Sao Paulo, equal to Rio in popu- 
lation, serves as a great Baptist center in 
the south. From one to a dozen Baptist 
churches are flourishing in every capital 
city of the nation and in many cities of 
the interior. 

The Brazilian people themselves—not 
only the missionaries—evangelize, teach 
and build. A church-centered and co- 
operating type of mission work permeates 
to all the people.
